N e w Y o r k , M ay 20.—The steam er C ity 
of Rom e, of the A nchor line, reached here 
T hu rsday, havin g on board, besides her 
1.S21 re g u la r passengers, tw o F rench fisher 
m en, 
the only su rvivo rs of the crew of th< 
F ren ch fishing bark George Jean n e, which 
w as su nk by the C ity of Rom e in a collision 
on the banks of N ew fou ndland on M ay 25. 
The ill-fated vessel, a fte r she was stru ck, 
sank in less tha n a m inu te, c a rry in g down 
w ith her 
tw en ty -fo u r m en, only 
tw o of 
w hom w ere saved. 
Capt. R. D. M u nro, o: 
the C ity of Rom e, was too m u ch broken u p 
by the rem em bran ce of the scene to give 
m ore than a brief statem en t. 
On the « lay 
of the d isaster the w eather was so thick 
tha t from the bow o f the bo at it w as diffi­ 
cu lt to see 100"feet ahead.

story, was n o t rin g in g its bell or keeping a 
lookou t.
